Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954. 

Because  of  the  altered  and  improved  conditions  in  which  we 
now  live,  together  with  the  dramatic  advances  of  Medical  Science, 
the  general  health  of  the  people  gives  real  cause  for  satisfaction. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease,  and  it  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  were  no  notified  cases  of  polio  in  the  District  at  all. 

Once  again  the  statistics  for  Diphtheria  have  achieved  new 
record  low  figures,  as  reference  to  the  table  in  body  of  the  report  will 
show.  No  one  would  of  course  claim  that  the  national  immunisation 
campaign  was  the  one  and  only  cause  of  the  decline  in  cases  and 
deaths,  but  the  campaign  was  well  timed,  for  it  coincided  with  a 
natural  but  small  decline  in  the  disease  and  with  the  general  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  social  and  financial  circumstances  of  the  people.  I  do 
most  earnestly  beseech  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised, 
although  the  cases  are  so  few,  and  not  to  be  lulled  into  a  sense  of 
false  security.  As  parents,  we  have  a  duty  and  obligation  not  only 
to  our  own  children  but  to  our  neighbours’  children. 

This  Council  has  important  powers  and  duties  in  regard  to 
environmental  hygiene,  of  which  housing  is  of  prime  importance. 
Bad  housing  can  be  the  breeding  grounds  of  disease,  as  is  so  obvious 
in  tuberculosis,  and  so  the  Council’s  house  building  can  make  a 
very  considerable  contribution  towards  the  prevention  of  physical 
and  mental  disease.  I  well  know  that  the  Chest  Physicians,  like 
myself,  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  Council’s  keen  interest  in  the 
re-housing  of  tuberculous  families. 

Once  again  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  Medical  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors,  Heads  of  Departments  and  Staff  and  above  all  to 
the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  especially  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Housing  Officer.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Swadlincote  and  Ashby  Joint  Water  Board  are  responsible 
for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  Area.  Swadlincote 
and  Church  Gresley  Wards  are  at  present  receiving  a  supply  from 
their  waterworks  at  Milton,  the  water  being  derived  from  the 
Bunter  Sandstone  measures  to  the  south  of  Milton  Village. 

The  Newhall  Ward  receive  their  water  from  an  auxiliary 
supply  from  the  Chilcot  Waterworks  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company. 

Despite  the  continued  increased  use  of  water  in  the  Urban  Area, 
it  has  been  possible  to  discontinue  imposing  restrictions  on  the 
supplies. 

Mining  subsidence  continues  to  create  tremendous  difficulties 
in  the  distribution  of  the  water.  During  1954  it  was  necessary  to 
carry  out  repairs  to  seventy-two  Broken  Water  Mains,  sixty-eight 
Drawn  Joints  to  Mains  and  128  Broken  Services  to  premises. 

The  Joint  Board  are  taking  steps  to  permanently  increase  the 
supply  by  obtaining  a  supply  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Board  ;  work  on  this  project  was  well  advanced  by  the  end  of 
1954.  1  understand  that  a  limited  quantity  was  in  fact  being 

distributed  during  the  year. 

Bacteriological  sampling  of  the  water  as  distributed  from  the 
Milton  Water  Works,  is  undertaken  at  fortnightly  intervals  ; 
Chemical  samples  are  also  submitted  for  analysis  at  fairly  frequent 
intervals.  The  Health  Department  also  obtain  samples  at  intervals, 
whenever  possible  from  various  points  in  the  Urban  Area,  to  check 
against  the  results  obtained  from  each  supply. 

A  summary  of  the  results  of  samples  of  water  will  be  found  on 
pages  23  and  24  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  covering 
the  environmental  health  work  of  my  Department  during  the  year 
1954.  A  report  on  my  duties  as  Housing  Officer  has  again  been 
omitted  from  this  Report. 

Important  new  items  of  legislation  were  introduced  during  the 
year,  vitally  affecting  the  work  of  the  Department.  In  the  first 
instance  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954  was  introduced,  followed 
by  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1954.  These  two 
Acts  replaced  upon  Local  Authorities  responsibilities  for  the  time 
being  for  securing  that  adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities  are 
available  locally,  and  regulated  the  control  of  slaughtering  at  such 
premises.  This  legislation  gave  legal  implementation  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  decision  to  decontrol  meat  supplies.  A  considerable  amount 
of  time  and  energy  was  devoted,  and  still  will  be  required  for  some 
time  to  come  in  dealing  with  the  requirements  of  these  Acts. 

A  further  item  of  new  legislation  was  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rent  Act,  1954.  this  item  became  operative  on  the  30th  August, 
1954,  and  followed  upon  a  statement  of  policy  contained  in  the 
white  paper  “Houses — The  Next  Step”  published  November,  1953. 
Considerable  publicity  has  been  devoted  to  one  particular  aspect 
of  this  Act — the  provisions  dealing  with  increases  in  rent.  However 
several  other  most  important  aspects  of  housing  are  also  dealt 
with,  1  would  make  reference  to  two  points  only  :  (1)  The  housing 
programme  under  Part  1 — resumption  of  official  action  on  Sub¬ 
standard  dwellings,  and  (2)  Improvement  and  reconditioning  of 
dwellings.  These  two  matters  are  of  great  importance,  and  should 
if  operated  effectively,  satisfactorily  improve  the  housing  position 
of  this  area  for  future  generations  to  enjoy. 

Many  of  the  duties  of  your  Officer  are  covered  in  detail  in  the 
report,  I  will  therefore  on  this  occasion  refrain  from  making  further 
comment  thereon. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  further  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Department  were  contemplated,  the  changes  did 
in  fact  later  materialise,  and  I,  hope,  will  prove  to  be  adequate  to 
fee  efficient  working  of  the  office. 

I  desire  in  conclusion  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
cordial  support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council,  also  for  the  willing  co¬ 
operation  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  Fellow 
Officers  and  Members  of  the  staff,  in  addition  I  desire  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  given  at  all  times,  by  the 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector.

During  1954  the  policy  of  dealing  with  individual  unfit  houses 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  con¬ 
tinued  as  and  when  alternative  accommodation  was  made  available 
bv  the  Housing  Committee. 

Under  Clause  (C)  of  the  Housing  Statistics  it  will  be  noted  that 
six  Demolition  Orders  were  made,  in  addition  to  these  dwellings, 
detailed  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  regarding  the 
condition  of  three  other  dwellings.  In  these  three  cases  however, 
the  owners  made  offers  under  the  Act  and  undertakings  were 
subsequently  accepted  by  the  Council  from  the  owners  not  to  use 
the  three  dwellings  for  human  habitation. 

The  acceptance  of  undertakings  on  unfit  houses  can  be  a  most 
unsatisfactory  solution  to  the  serious  condition  of  any  premises. 
A  structure  which  is  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  will 
be  equally  unfit  for  use  for  other  purposes,  in  some  cases  the  con¬ 
tinued  use  of  these  structures  involving  persons  spending  working 
hours  therein  may  have  serious  consequences.

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CONDITION  OF  FITNESS  OF  DWELLINGS 


I  have  made  repeated  reference  in  past  Annual  Reports  on  the 
subject  of  Condition  of  Fitness  of  many  dwellings  in  the  Urban 
Area  and  the  effect  of  such  conditions  upon  the  persons  residing 
therein. 

I  have  stressed  previously  the  mode  of  living  of  far  too  many 
families  arising  from  the  lack  of  essential  amenities  to  their  dwellings 
in  this  area.  On  this  occasion  I  do  not  wish  to  again  portray  a  vivid 
and  possibly  morbid  picture  on  this  subject. 

I  do  however  desire  to  outline  one  or  two  of  the  aspects  of  this 
problem. 

At  the  onset  it  must  be  stated  that  the  problem  of  sub-standard 
dwellings  is  essentially  a  human  one,  the  need,  desires  and  hopes  of 
many  families  must  be  considered.  In  some  cases  our  desires  for 
a  better  standard  of  living  may  be  based  on  far  too  high  a  level, 
should  this  be  the  case,  a  form  of  education  must  of  necessity  be 
employed  to  awaken  an  urge  for  better  living  conditions,  the 
approach  in  these  cases  may  be  most  successful  if  an  appeal  is  made 
through  the  younger  members  of  the  families  concerned. 

It  must  also  be  stressed  that  whilst  the  procedure  of  scheduling  of 
dwellings,  which  will  involve  a  tremendous  amount  of  work,  is  still 
a  mechanical  process,  whilst  the  design  and  execution  of  a  balanced 
Housing  Programme  based  on  the  supply  of  dwellings  is  a  most 
difficult  matter.  A  problem  which  will  I  feel  exercise  the  minds  of 
the  Members  of  the  appropriate  Committees  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Whilst  recent  legislation  has  placed  certain  Statutory  obligations 
upon  Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  sub-standard  dwellings,  steps 
have  already  been  taken  to  deal  with  a  limited  number  of  dwellings 
during  the  past  few  years  as  and  when  alternative  accommodation 
became  available.  I  have  included  in  this  report  the  following  table 
to  illustrate  the  work  undertaken  up  to  date.

Clearance  Area  dwellings  have  been  demolished  during  the  past 
few  years  as  a  direct  result  of  action  by  your  Officer,  i.e.  Vacant 
dwellings  on  Main  Street,  Bretby  Road,  Meadow  Lane,  Newhall. 
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IMPROVEMENT  OF  EXISTING  DWELLINGS 

With  the  amendment  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  by  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  the  resultant  simplification  of  the 
mode  of  procedure,  a  considerable  interest  was  awakened  in  the 
benefit  of  improving  dwellings,  thus  saving  their  gradual  decay 
and  necessity  for  condemnation  and  replacement  with  costly  new 
dwellings. 

It  is  regrettable  that  so  few  applications  have  been  received  up 
to  date  of  the  type  which  1  feel  the  Grants  were  devised  to  cater 
for — the  tenanted  dwelling  let  at  a  weekly  rental. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  DISREPAIR 

Another  aspect  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  which 
involved  your  Officer,  was  the  provision  for  the  issue  of  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  arising  from  the  application  by  the  Owner  of  the  correct 
procedure  to  obtain  an  increase  in  weekly  rental  of  dwellings. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  many  enquiries  were  dealt  with 
on  this  matter,  only  two  formal  applications  were  received.  The 
appropriate  Committee  did  in  fact  authorise  the  issue  of  two 
Certificates.  Up  to  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report  no 
application  had  been  received  for  the  cancellation  of  a  Certificate. 

COMPLAINTS 

The  total  number  of  recorded  complaints  received  during  1954 
was  1,240,  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year. 

The  continued  receipt  of  such  a  large  number  of  complaints, 
I  feel,  is  an  indication  of  the  many  Housing  and  other  Public  Health 
problems  which  exist  in  this  Urban  area.

Statutory  Action 

The  authority  of  the  Council  was  granted  in  respect  of  forty- 
nine  properties  to  permit  the  service  of  Statutory  Notices  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  serve  notices  upon  owners  of  sixteen  properties.  Repairs  had 
been  completed  to  eleven  of  the  dwellings  at  the  end  of  1954, 
including  work  outstanding  on  five  notices  served  during  late  1953. 

Authority  was  obtained  to  serve  notices  on  the  owners  of  nine 
dwellings  under  the  provisions  of  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

On  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  take  further  proceedings 
against  owners  in  the  local  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936. 


TEMPORARY  DWELLINGS 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  make  206  visits  to  caravans 
and  sites  for  caravans  located  in  this  Urban  Area.  The  visits 
covered  temporary  dwellings  in  use  by  a  number  of  different  types 
of  persons,  i.e.  : 

(a)  Unauthorised  and  temporary. 

(. b )  Amusement  Caterers 

(■ c )  Temporary  residences  approved  by  town  planning. 

One  licence  was  issued  during  the  year  to  station  a  caravan  on 
a  specified  site.

During  the  past  year  601  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  alj 
types  for  the  supervision  of  specific  drainage  works,  also  to  investi¬ 
gate  many  complaints  of  suspected  defective  conditions  of  drains. 
In  the  latter  case  several  recognised  tests  were  applied,  the  use  of  a 
smoke  generating  machine  proved  particularly  useful  in  not  only 
locating  the  source  of  the  trouble,  but  in  tracing  on  occasions  the 
source  of  rodent  infestations. 
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REFUSE  RECEPTACLES 


The  Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  five  years,  it  is  regrettable  to  record,  that  after  such  a  short 
period  of  time  it  has  become  necessary  to  replace  a  large  number 
of  the  original  dustbins  provided  under  the  scheme  in  1950  and 
1951.  The  reason  for  this  being  that  an  inferior  type  of  dustbin 
was  provided  in  the  early  days  of  the  scheme.  This  type  of  dustbin 
has  not  been  durable  enough  for  the  particularly  heavy  usage  dust¬ 
bins  are  subjected  to  in  this  area. 

The  British  Standard  Specification  bins  should  have  a  much 
longer  period  of  life  providing  it  is  subjected  to  fair  wear  and  tear 
by  all  persons  concerned  in  handling  the  dustbins.

The  number  of  infestations  treated  during  1954  was  again 
very  large  for  the  size  of  the  Urban  Area.  The  reasons  for  this 
unusual  feature  are  easily  found,  i.e.  : — 

(a)  The  effect  of  mining  operations  upon  property  both  above 
and  below  the  ground. 

( b )  The  continued  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  many  well 
known  breeding  grounds  for  rodents. 

( c )  The  lack  of  interest  of  many  persons  in  the  very  elementary 
means  of  preventing  or  aggravating  rodent  infestation. 

The  tables  on  the  following  pages  indicate,  I  feel,  despite  many 
handicaps,  that  much  good  work  is  achieved  by  the  Rodent  Service. 
It  also  gives  a  very  clear  warning  of  the  grave  danger  which  is  ever 
present  in  the  Urban  Area. 

Whilst  authority  was  obtained  to  take  action  under  Section  4 
of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  in  respect  of  three 
properties,  no  statutory  action  was  in  fact  undertaken  during  the 
year.

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DISINFESTATION 


The  number  of  complaints  received  during  1954  again  increased. 
The  complaints  covered  a  wide  variety  of  insects. 

The  practice  of  issuing,  free  of  charge,  packets  of  an  approved 
type  of  powdered  insecticide  was  again  continued,  101  packets 
being  issued.  This  service,  1  feel,  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  effective 
control  of  insects,  particularly  beetles,  in  this  area.

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SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


Food  Hygiene 

No  opportunity  was  missed  during  the  year  to  “put  over”  the 
practical  aspects  of  food  hygiene.  1  feel  that  the  trade  and  the 
personnel  engaged  therein,  after  a  number  of  years  intensive 
propaganda,  are  now  realising  that  food  hygiene  is  not  a  subject 
devised  by  persons  with  nothing  better  to  do  than  interfere  in  food 
matters,  but  is  in  fact  a  practical  application  of  the  best  methods 
of  handling  food  economically,  and  with  the  least  possible  ettori. 
In  one  phrase,  food  hygiene  is  now  being  accepted  as  the  common 
sense  approach  to  food  handling. 


Food  Preparation  and  Disposal. 

Improvements  continued  to  be  effected  to  local  food  premises, 
the  number  and  extent  of  these  improvements  are  not  now  so 
spectacular  as  was  the  case  a  few  years  ago.  It  is,  however,  a  pleasure 
to  record  the  co-operation  received  from  the  management  at  both 
large  and  small  food  premises  in  their  desire  to  meet  our  require¬ 
ments  and  in  turn  serve  the  public  from  better  appointed  premises.

Unsound  Food 

The  following  is  an  abbreviated  list  of  the  items  of  food  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  during  1954,  followed  by  a 
summary  of  the  estimated  weight  of  all  condemnations  of  unfit 
food  during  each  of  the  last  five  years. 

During  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  three  particular 
problems  : — 

(a)  Condition  of  a  certain  brand  of  Irish  Cream. 

( b )  Condition  of  tins  of  canned  ham  from  a  Baltic  Country. 

(c)  Regarding  the  unsatisfactory  mode  of  packing  of  a  certain 
brand  of  canned  corned  beef. 


The  difficulties  creating  the  unsatisfactory  circumstances 
mentioned  above,  in  the  mode  of  handling  of  these  items  of  food.

( a )  Slaughtering  Arrangements 

Arising  from,  and  prior  to  the  announcement  of  the  decision  to 
decontrol  meat  supplies,  steps  were  being  taken  to  discuss  the 
implications  of  such  a  decision  with  the  local  butchers.  A  meeting 
being  held  on  the  18th  of  January,  1954,  when  the  majority  of  the 
butchers  expressed  their  support  in  principal  to  the  establishment 
of  a  local  Municipal  Abattoir  or  Slaughterhouse. 

Following  the  publication  of  the  interim  report  on  slaughter¬ 
houses  it  became  apparent  that  the  establishment  of  municipal 
slaughtering  facilities  was  impracticable  at  the  present  time  for 
various  reasons. 

Steps  were  therefore  taken  to  examine  in  detail  the  extent  of 
the  slaughtering  facilities  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Urban 
Area. 

The  Council  accepted  a  minimum  standard  of  requirements  for 
slaughterhouses  devised  by  your  Officer  being  substantially  similar 
to  the  suggested  standard  recommended  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
Association. 

Several  further  meetings  were  held  with  the  local  butcher- 
owners  of  slaughterhouses.  Arising  from  the  same,  requests  were 
received  for  licences  for  nine  slaughterhouses  situated  in  various 
parts  of  the  district.  The  Council  ultimately  accepted  the  principle 
that  this  number  of  slaughterhouses  was  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  area.  (On  the  22nd  February,  1955,  the  Council  resolved  that 
they  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  slaughtering  facilities  were 
adequate.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and  Food  on 
the  14th  May,  1955,  made  the  necessary  order  under  section  4  of 
the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954,  approving  this  resolution). 

The  nine  slaughterhouses  were  completely  repaired  and 
improved  to  comply  with  the  agreed  miminum  standard  and 
commenced  slaughtering  operations  as  the  works  were  completed 
and  approved  during  July,  1954. 

Many  problems  have  been  encountered  and  overcome  arising 
from  the  decontrol  of  meat  supplies,  not  the  least  of  which  being 
the  time  factor  involved  in  the  supervision  of  slaughtering  and  the 
subsequent  meat  inspection  duties.  A  considerable  amount  of  re¬ 
adjustment  of  our  duties  being  necessary  for  this  purpose.

( b )  Slaughtermen 

On  the  1st  January,  1955,  thirty-six  Slaughtermans’  licences 
were  issued,  this  number  included  two  licence  renewals  which  had 
previously  lapsed.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  only  eleven  of  the 
above  Licence  holders  are  actively  engaged  upon  day  to  day 
slaughtering  operations  at  the  local  slaughterhouses,  it  will  there¬ 
fore  readily  be  appreciated  the  reason  for  the  difficulties  being 
experienced  by  local  butcher-owners  of  slaughterhouses  in  carrying 
out  slaughtering  operations  expeditiously. 

Whilst  1  appreciate  the  lack  of  trained  and  experienced 
slaughtermen  is  not  only  a  local  problem  but  is  one  which  if  allowed 
to  continue  indefinitely  without  some  practical  action  being  taken, 
will  not  only  increase  the  cost  of  slaughtering  and  the  price  of  meat 
to  the  public  but  may  even  eventually  threaten  the  supply  of  home 
killed  meat. 


(c)  Meat  Inspection  Service 

Immediately  following  upon  the  resumption  of  local 
slaughtering,  steps  were  taken  to  introduce  a  full  and  complete 
meat  inspection  service  of  all  food  animals  slaughtered  in  this  area. 
This  meat  inspection  service  has  only  been  maintained  at  personal 
inconvenience  to  your  Officers  arising  from  the  most  irregular  times 
of  slaughtering  operating  in  this  area  for  the  reasons  1  have  already 
dealt  with. 

The  need  for  constant  vigilance  of  your  Officers  will  be 
appreciated  by  perusal  of  the  records  of  incidence  of  disease  in 
animals  slaughtered.  Whilst  the  incidence  of  disease  appears 
quite  high,  I  must  stress  the  position  would  have  been  much  more 
serious  had  not  the  local  butchers  from  the  onset  of  slaughtering 
endeavoured  to  obtain  only  high  quality  animals.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 


The  County  Analyst,  R.  W.  Sutton,  Esq.,  F.R.I.C.,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  on  behalf  of  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the 
Urban  Area  : 

“Ninety-one  samples,  including  eighteen  milks,  were  taken 
under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  Swadlincote  Urban  District 
Council  during  1954. 

One  sample  of  Channel  Island  T.T.  Milk  contained  milk  fat 
in  excess  of  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regu¬ 
lations  (3  per  cent.)  but  failed  to  reach  the  four  per  cent,  specified 
in  The  Milk  (Great  Britain)  Order.  This  deficiency  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  producer  and  particulars  were  also  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  accordance  with  the  request  contained  in 
Circular  MF8/48. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  of  satisfactory  quality.” 


MILK  SUPPLIES 


The  Ministry  of  Food  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Area)  (No.  2)  Order,  1954,  which  becomes  operative  on 
the  1st  October,  1954,  restricted  the  types  of  milk  to  be  sold  by 
retail  in  this  Urban  Area. 

I  have  recommended  this  action  to  local  retailers  for  several 
years,  thus  the  change  over  to  the  sale  of  only  designated  milk 
passed  without  notice  by  the  general  public,  the  majority  of  whom 
having  enjoyed  a  high  grade  milk  supply  for  some  years.
